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PURPOSE 
 
This formalizes the policy and procedure of the department regarding installation of 
runway Distance To Go signs. 
 

POLICY 
 
Distance To Go signs will be installed at all airports with 14 CFR Part 139 operating 
certificates.  Airports that do not have 14 CFR Part 139 operating certificates are not 
precluded by this policy from having Distance To Go signs.  However, the normal 
practice will be installation only at certificated airports.   
 

PROCEDURE 
 
The purpose of this policy is to provide a consistent operating environment for pilots of 
large turbojet aircraft.  Distance To Go signs will be installed according to the latest 
Federal Aviation Administration advisory circular on the subject.  Certificated airports 
that currently do not have signs will install such signs with the next appropriate project. 
 
Distance To Go signs are not required on runways at certificated airports that are not 
used by large turbojet aircraft.
